T. I*, lla.ves. sei»r«*d an impressive victory after 
a g.'iielling sirngg.e with Jaeuha, the favorite, a 
hail lengtu margin seimrating them at the iiiiish. 
uiiile six lengths heiiiiid came Siuiator J. N. Cam- 
den’s liellita. with (Jipse.v George following, l^d- 
lus, who rotk‘ tin* winner, was alert at the |»ost 
and rushed Kinney into lue lead at once. Jae«U)a 
Indiig his cli*sesi pursuer. The pair drew oUt from 
the otiiers wlien entering the stretch and then 
i»egun a lerr.lic striigg.e l»etween tlie riders of tin* 
leailers. J.<dttis worked like a Trojan and IJutweli 
also put energy in liis etfort.

Even In case of anything like unsettled weather, 
the field ill the Kentucky D«*rby this .season wquld 
suffer little in the scratching line, as many of 
till* prolialile starters are considered gooil inmi rnn- 
ners. A glance over tlie list of certain and probable 
starters marks the race this season one of the 
most nneertaiu in speculation of any in the long 
years’ history of this event. Any nuniher of the 
sure starters In the hig race next Saturday are 
known to possess the highest order of speed and 
their breeiliiig also Indieutes that thtvy will go 
a distance of ground. The event this year was 
never as free of mishaps in training of the great 
stars eligible. The.v have all done well In their 
preliminary raeing even, and those that have not 
Imii a race are trained to the hour. While it is 
generally eonceiled that Febbles and Regret will 
divide honors in favoritism, the support given Royal 
II. will lie strong, and since Ed Crump’s work of 
a mile and an eighth in 1:r»3%,. he will als> have 
irooil Iiaeking. Max Ilirsch, who trains Norse King, 
also has a following to play his Jitilgment on this 
son of Fair Fla.v. which he makes no secret of 
saying will be one of the chief contenders at the 
wind-np of the race. Slnirpshooter also has many 
friends and the same can be said of Double Eagle 
and For Fair, while Dortch will be one of the 
lM*st liacked maidens that ever started la a Ken- 
tucky Derby. 

Xorse King is a colt of most heroic size and 
power and must not lie condemned because lie is 
a cast-off from A. Belmont’s stalde. Old-timers 
can rememlier wlien the father of tlie present 
rlinirman of tlie .Iwkey Clul> let two colts ieave 
Ills estalilishment and they turned out to lie Badge 
aud King Crab, the former afterwards the winner 
of seventy races. Xorse King is a half-lirotiier 
to Xorinan IL. which won tlie Two Thonsand 
Guineas in lOOS and was tlie favorite that spring 
for tlie Epsom DitIi.v. HIrsoli started Norse King 
lliree times in Maryland twfore f<lhllng hero and 
claims lie should have won all his starts, and at 
that he was only once lienten. He is a memlier of 



the famous Levity triiie of liorses on tlie dam’s 
side, to whlcti Salvator, I>*oiiatus, Lmigstreet, 
Tainmaii.y and other great three-year-olds lielonged. 

'nie thought that Fehhles is not bred to go the 
Derliy distance is not well foiinileil. 'Hie sire was 
a Kentucky Iterhy winner and tils dam is full of 
the Isonomy and Sterling IiIikmI from a line of 
stayers. The fact tiiat his first dam is of the 
spt*eily Alarm cross, makes liim in that respect 
bred like Old Roseliini in his first line. Old Rose- 
bud was out of a mare by Iliinyar, while Petddes 
was out of a marc by Domino, a son of Himyar. 

'niis early the city is rapidly filling up witli 
visitors who are coming before the race to lie sun* 
to secure elioice hotel aceuiiiniodntions.

omdoor crowds and a guarantee i.s given them 
tliat tliey will witness a great Derby and three- 
year-old contest on Saturday next..

E. W. McGinn, handioappor at Chiirdiill Downs, 
Douglas Fark and Latonia, has arrived here for 
the season. His many friends are delighted to 
know tliat this noted racing otfieial Is now enjoy- 
ing tlie liest of liealtli and Is stouter and stronger 
this spring than be has bi'en in years. Since com- 
ing hero he has lieen making himself familiar 
vvlth the variou.s stables of horses, to. in tills way. 
sift out the hanilieap division from the selling 
plater class. He was amnzeil with the list of 
stables submitted to him and tlie wonderfully high- 
class of tlie horses which will race on the Ken- 
tnck.v tracks this season. 

That A. L. Rogers, the Missouri turfman, thinks 
that lie has one of the greatest two-year-olds in 
training in the Blues colt Heir Apparent, is liest 
illnstrateil hy the fact that he has applied for a 
llO.tXNi insiiranee policy on this promising colt. 
Heir .Vpparent won liis only start at Jnart*z last 
winter. He has many valuable stake engagements 
this season. He will make Iiis first apiiearance 
in Kentucky under colors in tlie Bash ford Manor 
Stakes at tlie Downs. Ills other Kentiickv en- 
gagements this spring and summer are the Spring 
Trial Stakes at Douglas Fark ainl the Harold 
Stakes and the ('inclnnati Trophy at Latonia.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



Latest reports ip regard to the vicious fighting 
near Ypres are c uirtieting. The Berlin claim yes- 
terday says: ‘‘The statement issued to4lay at army 

114‘adquarters relates that the British continue tlu'Ir 
retreat, with heavy losses, east of Ypres, and tliat 
a strong Freiieli attack delivered yesterday north- 
west 4)f Poiit-a-.Mouss4in liroke down under tlie Ger- 
man flia*. with heavy losses to the attackers. Tin* 
text of tli4* 4‘oimnunleation Is as follows: The Briti>ii 
(Kiiitiiiiie their retreat with Imavy lossi's. in tlie 
direction of the bridgi* lieail situati'd. sliandy east 
4»f Yiues. T1 i 4* Van U»*ule. and Eksti'rnest farms, 
the castle ground of lleriuithage and tlie Set I’ap- 
IKitje farm were taken liy us.” No Britisli state- 
ment is made Imt the French war iifflce gave 4uit 
the following stat4*nieiit : “North 4>f Ypres the 

G(‘rmaiis y4*stenlay evening dt'livered an attack 
against the left sector of the British front. They 
were repulse«l and taken in the flank by the Frencii 
artillery ami snffere4l serious lo.-ses.” 

A London statement of yest4*rday touching oper- 
ation's in Flanders, says: A dispatch from Rotter- 

dam to the l^indon Dally Telegraph says that there 
was furious fighting north4*ast of Yiiri's all <lay 
yesterday, wh4*re the Germans are making tre- 
mendous efforts to advance finiiii Graveiistafi*! and 
straighten thoir line from St. Jiilien to ZoiinetH*ke. 
Tlie British ftirces are clinging tenaciously to the 
vlllag4‘s ill this corner, althiuigh they have been 
subjected to a flanking tire at several imints. The 
military critics of the lamdoii papers interpret Sir 
John Fri'iich’s an:iounc4>nient of the lu^ailjiistnieiit 
of his Him* to the necessity of avoiiling the cimss- 
flre to which the British’s salient hml been exposed. 
It is supyKisetl tliat tlie line now curves about 
tliree mill's 4*ast of Ypri's. The abandoiinmnt of the 
salient is not regardcii as emlaiigeriug the isisition 
or as iM'iug in any way serious. 

Loudon advices say that Smyrna is ready to 
surrender to tlie alli»*4l fic4*t wliicli lias lK*eii hom- 
lianliiig the city and fortifications intermittently 
since the early part of Marcli. ,»4*cording to a «!is- 
patch from .Vtlieiis. tlie declaration is imule tliat 
tlM* Vail has entered into fresh iiegotiathms witli 
the allies for the hoisting of the white flag. That 
tliere is truth in this report was not ilenied at 
tlie war office. News was given out that u squad- 
ron of British liattleships is pounding awaj’ at 
the land forts in the gulf of Siiiyriia and that the 
response is ft'i'ble. -Allied troops laiuhil tlilrty- 
five miles soutii-sontlieast of Smyrna. It is 1 k*- 
lieved tli:it they will co-oiierate with tlie warships 
in the caidnre of Smyriia in the event that th<* 
Vali dot's not surrender. 

Serious trouble st't'ins to be developing between 
China and Japan. A I’ekiii dispatch of yestenlay 
says: ‘‘One hundred thousand troops by onb'r of 

President Yuan Shi Kai, liave tmeii mobilizeil and 
within a day or two will lie eoncentrateil in tlie 
eiivirmis of I’ckiii. Tli4*se military preparations 
art* lieing iiiailc for tlie defense of the caidtal, as 
an ultimatum from Jaiuin reganlin.g the n'fusal 
liy th4' repiihlie of its ileinands is momentarily e.x- 
Iiecte<l. Aeeonllng to Chinese iitficial*:. wliose state- 
ments have iK'en corrolMirated In othi'r circles, the 
government is making no preparations elsewhi'ro 
than at the eapital for defense, eonsidering that 
tlie Chinese will Ik* unable to opiiose the Japanese 
should they make an attack.” 

In further description of the alleged Russian 
r4'vers4* in western Galicia, a Berlin dispatch of 
yesterday says: ‘‘Tlie southern w’ing of the Rus- 

sian army in West Galicia has been lirokoii ahuig 
a front of twenty-four miles, according to a dis- 
patch to the Tagt'lilatt. The Russians w«*re forced 
to abandon not only their first lines hut also the 
villages hac k of the front, which serveil as (piarters. 
Ouiy in Gorlice did the Russians make a stand. 
Tliis town was destroyi'd hy an artillery hoiiihard- 
meiit and a Idtter strc4*t fight preceded its capture 
by the (4erman.s. All tlie staff iifflcers 4jf 4»n»' 
Russian division w'ere killed or wounded, including 
several generals.” 

A considerable minority of the socialist party 
in the German rehlistag oiijmsed the voting of 
the full war credit demuiuh'il hy tlu* government, 
according to tlie I’K'rlin V’ossisclu* Zeitung. a copy 
of which has iKU'n receiveil in London. At a meet- 
ing of the socialist party lief4>re the session of 
the reichstag wliich votc'tl the cr4*dlts a s<‘ries of 
V4>tes were taken. In these twenty-tlireo socialists 
ari* d4'c)ar4'4l to Jiavo opj)o.sed voting the <T4*4lit of 
$2,. Kk), 000, 060, but it was deciih'd liy six tv -nine 
votes to thirt.v that the party should support the 
budget as a whole. 

A 4lispateh from Lomlon yesterday says: ‘‘The 
Britisli trawlers hjlantlu*, Ilero aud Northward Ho 
were torpedoe4l ami sunk hy German submarines in 
the North 8ea off Hull today. The trawler I’x- 
hridge was caught in a mine net off Grimsby and 
destroyed l»3’ the resultant explosion. Advices from 
Hull state that it Is feared there that other 
trawlers have been destroye<l. In the last twenty- 
four hours at least seven have lieen lost.” 

From I‘aris comes the statement that two Turkish 
aeroplanes have been brought down by shells from 
allied warships, according to a dispatch from Sa- 
ioniki. Setting init from .Sedilaul-Bahr. the ai'n- 
plaiies flt'w qver the fitret, droiipiiig si'vcral iHirnhs. all 
of wliich, however, fell harmlessly in tlie water. 
They had put out to sea to rcciaiuoitcr Li'iiiiuis ami 
Teiicdos when tlg'y W4*re l)r<*ught diiwu. The Ger- 
man aviators were ri'sciu*!! aud made prisoners.
